T he E x cellen t Services P erform etf 
In a T ry in g T im e. 
Few people appreciate the am ount of 
extra work that fails on the police de­ 
partm ent on an occasion like the present 
week. The gathering of a quantity of 
strangers in a town is always a signal to 
tbe crooks and toughs who are in the 
vicinity to drop down and ply their vo­ 
cation. If the gathering is of consider­ 
able size and importance thieves and con­ 
fidence men not infrequently travel from 
one end of the Union to the other. 
In the present instance the police have 
been thoroughly on their guard from the 
start and have exercised a determ ined 
vigilance which already shows adm ir­ 
able results. The incoming trains were 
met by a corps of skilled detectives, who 
knew the faces of most of the profes­ 
sionals who were likely to try to work 
the town. 
Bcores of suspicious charac­ 
ters were identified and ordered to leave 
town by the next train. They expected 
to slip in in the crowd and make th e 
most of the opportunity to loot citizens 
and visitors. 
Chagrined

promptly. The San Francisco and the 
Sacramento gang, when they ran up 
against Harris and Metzler, suddenly 
found that they had no use for the town.

Many members of tbe force 
are being compelled to do extra work 
which means in some cases to go on half 
rations of sleep. The police will be on 
the alert thronghout the week and will 
strive to keep np the record so well be­ 
gun. It is a fortunate circumstance that 
in such an emergency Los Angeles pos­ 
sesses a police force so well organized 
and disciplined and the credit for that 
fact should go where it belongs.

The F a ir. 
The Pomological Society’s fair at the 
Pavilion opened its doors yesterday at 10 
o’clock and had a considerable attend­ 
ance throughout the day and a crowd in 
the evening. The time set for the open­ 
ing was 1 o’clock in the afternoon, but so 
large a number of visitors applied for ad­ 
mission during the m orning that the 
managers decided at last to sell tickets 
and grant admission, although at that 
time the exhibits were not half of them 
in place. 
Exhibitors are slow about getting their 
displays into place and the management 
has decided to extend the time for the 
entering of exhibits until to-night. Those 
that are not in by that time are likely to 
be overlooked when the judges come to 
render their decision. 
The display of 
iruit from Los Angeles county and also 
from surrounding sections is excellent, 
and will serve to perfection the purpose 
for which it was designed, that of 
showing 
our 
visitors 
the 
extraor­ 
dinary 
productiveness 
of 
Southern 
California. The art rooms, which are to 
show an exceptional exhibit this year 
are not quite in shape yet, but will be by 
to-day. In addition to a num ber of oil 
paintings and water colors, for the most 
part on characteristic California subjects, 
there are several carvings in the general 
room and a variety of fine embroidery, 
knit and drawn work in the woman’s de­ 
partment. 
A more complete notice of 
the exhibits in these rooms will be given 
when the articles are all in place. 
The display of fruit by San Bernardino 
county, which strikes th e visitor’s eye 
when he enters on the left hand side of 
the bnilding, is in every way creditable 
to that section. Some of the very larg­ 
est apples are exhibited there to be 
found in the entire fair. 
The exhibit 
from Downey, which is especially fine in 
its smaller fruits, is flanked by a gor­ 
geous collection of pumpkins from Mil­ 
ton Thom as’ place. 
The largest water­ 
melon appears to come from Ranchito, 
together with a number of big beets and 
squashes. The California Co-operative 
makes a fine showing with its vege­ 
tables, corn and alfalfa, and the Lan- 
kersbim ranch occupies the corner near 
the stage with a notable collection of 
farm products. 
On the other side of the aisle, booths 
are filled up with merchandise and ex­ 
hibits not pomological. Mrs. L. J. Garey 
has a stand for cut flowers and an exhibit 
of dried grasses and ferns tastefully ar­ 
ranged. The Davis sewing machine has 
the walls of its apartm ents hung with 
line embroidery done with appliances, 
and Mrs. L. V. Yoorheea has a place to 
make kid gloves to order. 
On the other side of the house the table 
is occupied by a similar display of fruit 
and vegetables. 
At the end is Santa 
Barbara and next comes Sacramento, 
then Compton, Orange, Tustin, Alham 
bra and Santa Ana. At the farther end 
of the long table is a fine pyramid of 
oranges from Cubuenga. 
The Sacra­ 
mento peaches and grapes looked as 
though they might do credit to the 
northern citrus belt. 
On this table, A. 
J. Sanders has a small display of turned 
woods. 
Just inside the main entrance, the 
Southern California Packing Company 
are putting up a large pyramid of their 
canned goods.

On tne same side of

bell have a quantity of their varieties 
displayed.

Exchange are fitting out a booth with ar­ 
ticles of beauty and usefulness which 
will be offered for sale. 
The dried fruit 
of W. R. Baker and the pottery of E. M. 
Hamilton have been noticed in the H e r ­ 
ald before. 
In spite of the fatigues of the day a 
large number of the Odd Fellows found 
their way to the Pavilion last evening, 
and the building was well filled.

T h e P a r a d e . 
From an early hour yesterday morn­ 
ing it was evident that there would be 
the largest crowd that ever assembled in 
Los Angeles, to witness the grand parade 
of the Odd FellowB. The trains from 
the local towns were filled to overflo wing 
in spite of the fact th a t many extra 
coaches had been supplied, and the 
highways 
leading 
into 
town 
were 
thronged with vehicles of every descrip­ 
tion. Chief Cuddy had made every ar­ 
rangem ent to insure perfect order being 
kept, and the efficiency of his force was 
best 
evidenced 
by 
the 
fact 
that 
not 
a 
single 
instance 
of 
riotous disturbance occurred throughout 
the entire proceedings. 
By 11 o’clock 
the streets were crowded to such a con­ 
dition that it was necessary at some 
points to form single file processions for 
those desiring to proceed in any certain 
direction. 
Shortly after noon the strains 
of music coming from the encampment 
grounds gave evidence that the prepara­ 
tions were commencing and by 1 o’clock 
the points at which the different assem­ 
blies were to be called presented a very 
animated appearance. The following is 
the m anner m which the various detach­ 
m ents were prepared for the parade: 
The police formed on Fourth street, the 


right resting on Main street extending 
eastward.

The Second Brigade of Patriarchs Mili­ 
tant formed on the south side of Fifth 
street, the right resting on Main street, 
extending westward. 
The second division formed as follows: 
The FirBt Brigade on Fourth street, 
right resting on Main street and extend­ 
ing westward.

Those who were fortunate enough to 
have a room with windows overlooking 
the route or who had friends possessing 
this privilege, were to be congratulated, 
for the eun was pouring down his rays as 
if into a torrid zone and the general con­ 
dition of the atmosphere was what may 
be termed sweltering. The throng was 
mostly massed on Spring and Main 
streets below second, for in this section 
the procession would be in full swing and 
they eagerly awaited the coming of the 
pageant, whose approach was heralded 
by the sound of martial music. The 
first to appear was a squadron of mount­ 
ed police, whose appearance would have 
satisfied the most vigilant m artinet, for 
they turned out as well as a body of 
military and their neat appearance ’ was 
the subject of general rem ark. Then 
came the first brigade N. G. C. with 
Brigadier-General H. II. Boyce and his 
staff riding at the head of the column. 
They marched well together and their

The complimentary escort to the Lieuten­ 
ant-! General and the Patriarchs M ilitant 
consisting of the Seventh Regiment N. 

Russell, com­ 
manding, went by in splendid style and 
then came Meine’s band, with J. Harry 
Conlan in gorgeous attire at their head, 
as he twirled the baton of a tambour- 
major. The silken pennants of the Pa­ 
triarchs Militant announced the appear­ 
ance of Deputy Grand Sire-General Un­ 
derwood.

The handsome uniforms, 
resplendent with gold lace worn by the 
Patriarchs, gave a majestic appearance 
to the wearers, who bestrode animals 
that must have been the pick of the city’s 
stables. The Chevaliers in two brigades, 
under the command of Major-General E. 
E. Phelps, came next, the San Bernar­ 
dino contingent leading the way.

play. San Francisco was well repre­ 
sented, and 
the Oakland contingent 
added to the effect of the line by having 
superb floral decorations carried by one 
of their number. The Orion Encamp­ 
ment was rendered noticeable by its 
handsome banner, and when the San 
Diego Chevaliers had passed, a band 
heralded the approach of the Sacramento 
and Sherman Cantons. Th'e elegant flag 
of Red Bluff was much admired, and 
with a loud tattoo came the Arrapahoe 
Drum and Bugle Corps, of Denver, Colo. 
They were loudly applauded in response 
to the music with which they entertained 
the onlookers and gave good evidence 
that their reputation had not been over­ 
rated. As soon as the news went around 
that the Marion, Ind., Canton was ap­ 
proaching a general feeling of interest 
was apparent for the fact of their having 
won the $1,000 prize for the best drill at 
Cincinnati last July was well known.

It was an elaborate affair from firstjjto 
la6t and will always convey pleasing 
reminiscences to those who witnessed it. 
It is estimated that there were fully 40,­ 
000 on the streets, and the length of the 
procession can be surmised from the fact 
that it took forty-five minutes to pass any 
one point. The route selected was one 
well designed to show the visitors 
the vast business orbit of the city and at 
the same time it afforded an excellent 
opportunity for all to witness the parade. 
It ran as follows: From Fourth on Main 
to the Plaza, thence counter-march to

to Spring Btreet, thence on 
Spring street to between Sixth

Mr. Blaine is making a great ado 
about wages. He has just returned from 
Europe and is telling one day stories he 
has to take back the next, as to the con­ 
dition of labor in England. In 1881 Mr. 
Blaine was Secretary of State in the Gar­ 
field cabinet. While in office he caused 
inquiry to be made in relation to wages 
in England and our own country. The 
report was published with Mr. Blaine 
official approval. The following is an 
extract from the work, pages 98 and 99 
The wages of spinners and weavers in 
Lancashire and in Massachusetts, ac­ 
cording to the foregoing statements, were 
as follows, per week: Spinners: Ei 
glish, $7:20 to $8 40 (master spinners 
running as high as $12); American, $7.07 
to $10.30. 
Weavers: English, $3.84 to $8.04, sub­ 
ject, at the date on which these wages 
were given, to a reduction of 10 per 
cent; American, $4.82 to $6.73. 
The average wages of employees in the 
Massachusetts mills is as follows, accord 
ingtothe official returns: Men $8.30, 
women $5.62, male children $3.11, fe 
male children $3.08. According to Con­ 
sul Shaw’s report the average wages of 
the men employed in the Lancashire 
mills on the 1st of January, 1880, was 
about $8 per week, subject to a reduction 
of 10 per cent; women from $3.40 to 
$4.30, subject to a reduction of 10 per 
cent.The hours of labor in the Lancashire 
mills are fifty-six; in the Massachusetts 
sixty per week. The hours of labor in 
the mills in the other New England 
states, where the wages are less than in 
Massachusetts, are usually sixty-six to 
sixty-nine per week. Undoubtedly the 
inequalities in the wages of English and 
American operatives are more than 
equalized by the greater efficiency of the 
latter and their loDger hours of labor. 
In the two prime factors which may 
be said to form the basis of the cotton 
manufacturing industry, namely, raw 
material and labor, we hold the advan­ 
tage of England in the first, and stand 
upon an equality with her in the second. 
Having the raw material at our doors, 
it follows that we should be able to con­ 
vert it into manufactures, all thiDgs be­ 
ing equal, with more economy and facil­ 
ity than can be done by England. Add 
to this the secondary tact that it costs us 
no more to handle and manufacture the 
same than its costa in England, and we 
stand on an undoubted equality, thus 
far, in the race of competition. 
From Blaine intoxicated in his sayings 
in 1888 when he is out fishing for votes 
with lies for bait, we are glad to appeal 
to Blaine sober in 1881.

| Associated Frees Dispatches to the H krald.J 
C incinnati, September 
18. — The 
Democratic Convention of the Sixth Ken­ 
tucky District to-day re-nominated John 
G. Carlisle for Congress. The nomina­ 
tion was made with great enthusiasm, 
and upon Carlisle’s appearance there was 
an outburst of applause lasting several 
minutes. Speaker Carlisle said:

It de­ 
clares that it deems it necessary to re­ 
duce the revenue by checking the imports 
of such articles as can be made here, and 
if that is not sufficient it will repeal the 
whole internal revenue tax on whisky 
rather than surrender any part of the 
protective system. This proposition ii 
put forth upon the idea that the people 
of this country can be benefited individ­ 
ually and collectively by imposing taxes 
on themselves. It might as well be said 
that a man can make himself rich by 
picking his pocket, as to say he can in­ 
crease his wealth by imposing taxes on 
himself. 
TRUSTS AND PRIVATE AFFAIRS, 
When I see that Blaine, who seems to 
be the mouthpiece of the Republican 
party , has placed himself on record on 
the side of trusts, he has given a quasi­ 
indorsement, at least, to those monopo­ 
lies. I believe that when a man attends 
his own funeral he ought to be allowed 
to go at the head of the procession. But 
it seems Mr. Harrison is not to enjoy this 
privilege. Blaine is the great central 
figure in this campaign, and lie tells the 
people, in the face of the platform of his 
party, that these traste are private affairs, 
in which the President, or anybody else, 
has not any particular right to interfere. 
My friends, larceny is a private affair—a 
very private affair—and yet it is not sup­ 
posed improper to interfere with it by 
law. Blaine has not been occupying 
a very good position from which 
to 
view 
the interests 
of 
the 
American workingman, farmer or 
consumer. The top of Carnegie’s coach 
as it bowled along with its liveried out­ 
riders over the hills of Scotland, is not a 
good place from which to look at the in­ 
terests of America. Had he come here 
to his own country and mingled with the 
farmers, with the consumers, with the 
laboring men of the land, he would have 
a far better opportunity to know what 
they desired, than he could possibly 
have, dining and wining with the aristo­ 
cracy of Europe. 
HARRISON COUNTENANCES STEALING. 
It is said that even if it does impose 
an enormous burden on the consumers 


of the country, the wages of our laboring 
men must be maintained ; therefore high 
rateB of taxation must be continued. If 
I had time, I think I could show to the 
satisfaction of every intelligent man 
w ithin the sound of my voice 
that the wages of the laborer are no 
more affected by the rates of duties upon 
imported goods, than the yield of corn 
to the acre on your farm is affected by it. 
And one of the chief benefits of the sys­ 
tem, in the estimation of Mr. Harrison, 
is the fact that the people do not know 
bow much they are paying. 
When a 
man’s money is taken away from him 
without his knowledge, some malicious 
people call it stealing. I will say that it 
is the most dangerous form of taxation 
that could be devised, because it makes 
the people less vigilant of the expendi­ 
ture of public money, and lulls them to 
sleep while their substance is taken 
away. 
WAGES AND THE PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 
I have said that this system of taxa­ 
tion is continued on the grounds that it 
increases the rates of wages of American 
laborers. There are two or three facts 
which show conclusively that this argu­ 
ment is not sound. In the first place is 
conceded the fact that there is as much 
difference between the rates of wages 
paid in this country to the laborers en­ 
gaged in the same occupation in different 
parte of the country as there is between 
the difference of the average rate of 
wages paid here and in European coun­ 
tries, aud yet the same tariff law prevails 
throughout the whole United States 
The greatest differences between the 
rates of wages paid here, and 
the rates paid in European countries, 
is found in those occupations which no­ 
body pretends can be protected under 
tariff laws. For instance: There is a far 
greater difference between the rates of 
wages paid here to carpenters, plasterers, 
painters, stope and brick masons, team­ 
sters, railroad employees and steamboat 
employees, and the rates of wages paid 
the same classes of workingmen in Eu­ 
rope, than there is between the rates of 
wages here in our mills and cotton facto­ 
ries and the rates of wages in the same 
industry in Europe. The rates of wages 
paid in this country, too, in the unpro­ 
tected industries, and the difference be­ 
tween them in the one case and those 
paid in Europe in the other case, is still 
plainer. They say if you reduce the 
duties this country will be overwhelmed 
with foreign goods and all manufactur­ 
ing and mercantile industries will be 
ruined. 
Why, gentlemen, 
if all 
the ships in the world were employed 
continuously in bringing goods from 
Liverpool to New York, it would take 
them two years to bring as much as a 
single railroad company in this country 
carries in one year. 
If all the Canard 
vessels plying between this country and 
European ports were to be employed it 
would require them seventy-five years to 
bring to this country as much goods as 
the Pennsylvania Railway carries in one 
year; and yet these gentlemen expect 
sensible men to believe that a reduction 
of the taxation on the people will close 
up our manufacturing establishments 
and compel the people to rely upon for­ 
eign products for the necessaries of life. 
The proposition is too absurd and pre­ 
posterous to be argued. 
CHEAP NECESSITIES OR CHEAP WHISKY. 
We insist that the people shall have 
cheaper clothing and agricultural imple­ 
ments before they get cheap whisky aud 
cheap tobacco. The Republican plat­ 
form on the contrary declares that they 
will repeal the whole internal revenue 
system rather than suspend any part of 
the protective system. A high duty upon 
woolen goods and cotton, and upon steel 
and iron, is a part of the protective sys­ 
tem. The true meaning of the Republi­ 
can platform is that it will repeal the tax 
on whisky and beer and cigars anil cigar­ 
ettes and cheroots, but it will repeal 
no part of the duty upon the 
articles 
I have mentioned. 
Are 
the people ready to endorse that docu­ 
ment? How many of you are there who 
are in the habit of purchasing and using 
in your family articles of foreign produc­ 
tion, the like of which are not produced 
in this country. Very few ; and yet these 
are the articles upon which the Repub­ 
lican party’s platform pledges to take off 
the duty. I know that if the intelligent 
and honest men of this country will take 
this question of Federal taxation, un­ 
biased by political prejudice, unawed by 
political power, they will give a just and 
righteous decision and Cleveland and 
Thurman will be elected by a majority 
much larger than that which secured the 
Presidency for us in 1884. 
Ex-Prisoners off War. 
In d ia n a p o lis, September 18—One 
hundred delegates attended the sixteenth 
reunion of the National Association ex­ 
Prisoners of War. Gen. W. H. Howell, 
of Belleville, 111., was elected President, 
and Mayor L. P. Williams, of South 
Bend, Ind., Secretary and Treasurer. 
Committees were appointed and General 
John Coburn delivered an address. The 
secretary has enrolled during the year 
twenty-four new associations and 148 
individual members. In the afternoon 
the delegates called on Gen. Harrison, 
and at night a camp fire was held. 
D illon C ongratulated. 
L ondon, September 18.—Parnell, in a 
congratulatory telegram to Dillon, savs: 
Your triumph over the brutalities of im­ 
prisonment is a great victory for Ireland 
and a signal discomfiture for Balfour’s 
coercion.

An exhaustive interchange 
of ideas was had, and resolu­ 
tions were adopted declaring it the 
sense of the conference that ten day’s de­ 
tention of yellow fever refugees should 
be_ enforced against those destined to 
points south of the northern boundary 
of Tennessee, but in view of the lateness 
of the season it is recommended that 
healthy refugees whose baggage has been 
disinfected, should be permitted to go 
out of that line without detention. 
DR. HAMILTON’S REPORT. 

— The 
Secietary of the Treasury has received 
the following telegram ’ from Surgeon 
General Hamilton at Camp Perry, Fla:

Konnehume 
has resided here ten years, and eays he 
will carry ins case to Congress. 
American M issionaries for America, 
M inneapolis, September 18. — The 
doctrinal snarl in which the American 
theological professors have become in­ 
volved with the school at Krupp, Ger­ 
many, was still the theme of discussion 
at the meeting of the Lutheran confer- 
e°ce this norning. A resolution was 
adopted, the gist of which was that mis­ 
sionaries for the field in America should 
receive their theological education in the 
school at Philadelphia. The complaint 
made against missionaries from Germany 
was that they did not understand Ameri­ 
can institutions, and were not able to 
enter into the spirit of Amoricaa life. A 
letter lrom R. Gillen, an absent dele­ 
gate from the Pacific Slope, was read, 
praying that an English General Coun­ 
cil minister be sent to California at once.

NEW ID EAS ABOUT R E TA LIA TIO N

W a s h in g to n , September 18.—In the 
Senate to-day Sherman’s resolution, of­ 
fered yesterday, instructing the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations to inquire 
into the state of the relations of the 
United States with Great Britain and 
Canada, and report at next session such 
measures as are expedient to promote 
friendly commercial and political inter­ 
course between these countries and the 
United States was taken up. 
Sherman 
proceeded to address the Senate, deliver­ 
ing his rem arks from manuscript. 
After allusion to the President’s R etal­ 
iation message and the justification of 
the rejection of the Fisheries treaty, he 
asked why should Canada refuse to al­ 
low American fishing vessels to enter her 
ports and ship their fish to the American 
m arket. 
The 
denial of 
that priv­ 
ilege 
appeared 
so 
unchristian and 
so 
selfish, 
that 
he 
wondered 
that it had not long since led to violent 
retaliation. If the President had by 
proclamation withheld a like privilege 
from Canadian fishing veesela the evil, 
he believed, would have been quickly 
corrected; but the Piesident, instead of 
exercising the powers which he had 
under the act of March 3, 1887, had 
asked Congress, in his Retaliation mes­ 
sage, for power to suspend a commerce 
which amounted, for the last six years, 
to $270,000,000, 
No wonder that this 
sudden change of base had excited sur­ 
prise 
in 
both 
countries and was 
regarded 
as 
a 
mere 
political 
movement. The President’s proposition 
was in other words to suspend and em ­ 
barrass the commerce of exports and im­ 
ports, amounting to nearly one hundred 
millions yearly. 
Such a proposition, 
made without warning, in the midst of a 
popular election, had been the Presi­ 
dent’s response to the earnest demand 
made by the American fienermen, that 
they should be secured in the enjoyment 
of what they believe to be their unques­ 
tionable rights. 
W hy had the President, he asked, 
blended the dispute about the tranship­ 
ment of fish with the vast interior com­ 
merce of the country ? 
Why connect the 
controversy in the waters about the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence with the com­ 
mercial relations along the boundary 
line of four thousand m iles? No good 
could come of 6uch a movement, unless 
it was decided to establish non-inter­ 
course between the two countries. The 
measure of retaliation proposed by the 
President was far beyond the range of, 
and out of all proportion to the com­ 
plaint. 
He denied the position taken by the 
President, that Article 29 of the Treaty 
of 1871, had been terminated on the 1st 
of July, 1885. Its repeal by construction, 
he argued, was not favored by law. 
Besides 
all 
the 
contracting parties 
treated that article as in full force. The 
retaliation proposed by the President 
was retaliation against the United States. 
W hen G rant asked Congress for powers 
like these which Cleveland now asks, 
they had been refused h im ; and was 
Congress, he asked, now going to give 
Cleveland 
powers 
which 
it refused 
G rant? 
Even 
if 
G reat 
Britain 
had 
violated 
or 
failed 
to 
ob­ 
serve the provisions 
of 
Article 29 
Congress alone could prescribe the pro­ 
per remedy, either by the abrogation of 
the whole treaty, or a portion of it, or by 
retaliation in kind. And in that case 
Congress had furnished a remedy, sim­ 
ple, ample, complete, in the act of March 
3, 1887. Congress had not undertaken 
to abrogate article 29 of the Treaty of 
1871, and according to bis construction 
that article was now 
in 
full force. 
Neither the interests of the American 
people nor public policy dem anded its 
abrogation, but rather that it should be 
maintained in full force. 
H e referred to the Retaliation bill 
passed in the House as a bill that had 
f 
;ot into the House ‘ by the grapevine 
ine.” Discrimination against American 
vessels in Canadian canals, although un­ 
just, had been settled upon as a pretense 
for that bill. W hy, he asked, seek a 
quarrel on such an old pretense ? I t was 
neither manly, dignified nor just. 
He 
concluded, therefore, that it was not wise 
to give the President the additional 
powers of retaliation which he has asked 
for. The time had come when the peo­ 
ple of the United States and Canada 
should take a broader view of their re­ 
lations to each other than has been 
hitherto practicable. The whole history 
of 
thO' two 
countnies 
has 
been 
a 
continuous 
warning 
they 
could 
not 
remain 
at 
peace 
with 
each other, except by political, as well 
as commercial union. It would be bet.er 
for all if the whole continent north of 
fclexico, shared in the prosperity and 
Blessings of the American Union. 
But 
ihe way to a union with Canada was not 
iy unfriendly legislation, but by friendly 
overtures. 
The true policy of the Government of 
the United States waB to tender to Can­ 
ada freedom of trade and intercourse, 
and make that tender in such a fraternal 
way tiiat it would be an overture to the 
Canadian people to become a part of the 
American Government* 
He saw in the 
success of that policy much th a t was 
good, and nothing that was harm ful to 
any part of the country; nor were there 
any difficulties which should deter the 
Senate for a moment. 
The institutions of Canada were sub­ 
stantially like those of the United S tates; 
the proximity of the two countries was 
such th at while separated they m ight be 
enem ies; if united, 
they would be 
friends. Their union could only be ac­ 
complished with the free and hearty as­ 
sent of both people. The uee of any 
force would defeat the object. 
It could 
not be promoted by controversies or. re­ 
taliation. Those measures looked to and 
generally ended in war. 
No greater 
good could be accomplished than by a 
wise and peaceful policy to unite Canada 
and the United States under a common 
government, 
carefully 
preserving to 
each its local autonomy. 
He was not 
wishing to vote for any measure that was 
not dem anded by the National honor, 
and th at would have a tendency to 
postpone the good time coming, when 
there should be a union of all the Eng­ 
lish-speaking people ou the continent, 
from the Rio Grande to the Aictic ocean. 
Morgan said he admired the Senator 
for thus grasping Canada around the 
waist and holding her up to a close em ­ 
brace with the people of the United 
States. 
H e, too, looked forward (per- 


baps at the end of the new century) to 
* som ething like the realization of the 
,dream which the Senator from Ohio hud 
so beautifully portrayed, unless in the 
meantime the Federal officers of the 
United States might think it better after 
all for Canada to embrace the United 
States w ithin her union, and draw them 
buck within the Imperial power of Great. 
Britain, rather than absorb the provinces 
within this Democratic Republic. 
_ 
Sherm an’s resolution went over with 
out action, and the Senate adjourned.

The Speaker pro tem. laid before the 
House a communication from the Post­ 
m aster-General, in response to Gros- 
venor’s resolution, calling for informa­ 
tion relating to distribution through the 
mails of the Tax Reform Advocate, in 
violation of the postal laws. 
The Postmaster-Generai says it is not 
true that enormous editions of the Ta.i 
Reform Advocate were 
distributed in 
violation of the postal laws, through 
the 
mails, 
from 
Columbus, 
Ohio. 
It is not true 
that 
any officer of 
the Postoffice Departm ent has been guilty 
of aDy such act. It is not necessary, says 
the Postmaster-General, that there should 
be any further legislation by Congress to 
enforce the law oí the United States in 
relation to the postal service to prevent 
such offenses, or a repetition of them , for 
the reason th at no such offenses have 
occurred. 
The communication was referred to 
the Committee on Postoffices and Post­ 
roads. 
Forney, of Alabama, called up the 
conference report on the Sundry Civil 
Appropiation bills. 
When last 
before 
the House the report was opposed by 
Payson. of Illinois, who antagonized the 
appropriation for continuing the new Li- 
hrary building, and advocated the abso­ 
lute abrogation of the present plan of 
constructing, which, he claimed, waa in­ 
adequate. 
Forney proceeded to reply to this at­ 
tack and to defend the plan as proposed 
in the conference report. 
Cannon of Illinois made a speech on 
the general subject of the appropriation, 
and said the Democratic Administration 
bad expended in four years $8G,000,000 
more than had been expended during 
the last four years of the Repnlican Ad­ 
ministration. 
He charged the Demo­ 
crats with increasing the num ber of 
public officials and with increasing their 
salaries. This fiscal policy of tlie Ad­ 
ministration was an attem pt by the 
President to weld the Solid South with 
Wall street, and on the structure thus 
erected, he hoped to climb a second time 
to the Presidential chair. 
Burns, of Missouri, declared that many 
of the increased appropriations were due 
to the Republican Senate, or amend­ 
m ents creating them were offered by tlie 
gentleman from Illinois, and advocated 
}y his party friends. 
Cannon declared that he only advocat­ 
ed increased appropriations when lie 
thought 
the increase was right and 
proper. 
Continuing his reply to Cannon, Bum s 
read a statem ent showing that the Sen­ 
ate had in four years increased the Sun­ 
dry Civil bill by $24,000,000, and this in 
spite of the fact that the House Commit­ 
tee, headed by Samuel J . Randall, had 
resisted the increase with bitterness. 
Messrs. Payson and Kelly spoke on 
the Library controversy, and pending 
further discussion, the m atter went over. 
Cutchings, of Mississippi, from the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors, re­ 
ported a bill authorizing the Secretary of 
War to prescribe rules and regulations 
for the m anagement of the St. Clair Flats 
Ship Canal. 
Passed. 
The H oueethen,at 5 o’clock, adjourned 
and a Democratic caucus was announced 
to be held this evening. 
THE CAUCUS OPPOSES ADJOURNMENTS. 
Cox, of New York, presided at the 
Democratic 
House 
caucus 
to-night. 
There were many speakers, the majority 
of whom took the ground that the House 
should not initiate an adjournm ent reso­ 
lution. 
The caucus formally decided to 
continue the House in session till the 
Senate made known its intentions. 


T H E C H I N E S E C O R R E S P O N D E N C E . 


T h e P r e s id e n t T r a n s m i t s It t o th e 
S e n a t e . 
W a s h in g to n , 
September 18. — The 
President to-day transm itted to Congress, 
in answer to the Senate resolution de­ 
manding the correspondence in relation 
to the Chinese treaty, a letter dated 
January 12, 1887, from Tsungii Yuen 
(the Foreign Office), to Minister Denby, 
in regard to the coming of Chinese to 
this country, containing bitter complaints 
of violated treaty obligations and of 
cruel outrages 
upon Chinese. 
The 
original project submitted to Mr. Chang 
Yen 
Hoon, 
by 
Secretary 
Bayard, 
under date of January 12, 1887, em ­ 
bodied the proposition that for a period 
of thirty years, beginning with the date 
of the exchange of ratification of this 
Convention, the coming or return to the 
United States of Chinese laborers shall 
be absolutely prohibited; and if, six 
months before the expiration of said per­ 
iod of thirty years, neither government 
Bliould formally have given notice to the 
other oi an intention to treat such propo­ 
sition as at an end, it shall rem ain in full 
force for another period of thirty years; 
but it is expressly 
understood 
that 
the provisions of this convention shall 
not affect the right at present enjoyed by 
Chinese subjects who are teachers, stu­ 
dents, merchants or travelers for curiosity 
or pleasure, but not laborers to come to 
the United States and reside therein. 
Mr. Hoon in his reply to Secretary 
Bayard states that he has several things 
which he intends to propose but cannot 
until he has instructions to do so, or until 
the outrages cases are settled. 
The cor­ 
respondence shows that on March 18, 
1887, the Chinese Minister left a docu­ 
ment giving in detail, and minutely, the 
plan proposed by the Chinese govern­ 
m ent to prohibit the immigration of its 
subjects to this country. 
P art of thiB 
document, however, is in reply to Bay­ 
ard’s project. It declares: 
First. That China proposes to punish 
Chinese laborers who have never been 
to the United States, and who fraudu­ 
lently attem pt to secure entrance into 
the U nited States, and that China does 
this of her own account and for the pro­ 
tection of her subjects. There is no 
necessity for fixing any lim itation of 
time. 
Second. That Chinese laborers with 
property or relatives in the United States 
must satisfactorily prove the same, and 
must 
henceforth 
when 
leaving the 
United States for China deposit, with 
the Consul-General at San Francisco, a 
statem ent showing this to be the case, or 
otherwise they will not be entitled to re 
turn. 
Third. Chinese shall be perm itted to 
go through the United States in transit 
for other countries. 
Fourth. 
The exem pt class of Chinese 
subjects, such as teachers, merchants, 
etc., if possessed of certificates, shall be 
permitted to land without detention un­ 
der any pretense. 
The document requests that.the Presi­ 
dent proclaim that with a view of pre­ 
venting United States subjects from suf­ 


fering ill-treatment, that the Chinese 
Government has of its own accord pro­ 
hibited the coming of Chinese laborers 
into the United States. 
It also asks that 
officers shall be appointed to he specially 
charged with looking after the safety of 
Chinese in the West, with authority to 
call on troops to protect Chinese.’ A 
treaty of extradition by which Chinese 
criminals will be delivered up, is also 
suggested; and the United States is 
asked to reduce the duty upon rice im ­ 
ported from China. 
On April 18, 1887, Mr. Bayard trans­ 
mitted a draft of the convention to the 
Chinese M inister, and invited him to 
meet him at the Department for the con­ 
sideration of the subject. Tlie corres­ 
pondence closes with a notification by 
Bayard to the Minister of the ratification 
of the treaty by the Senate, inclosing 
the two additional amendments adopted 
by the Senate, and the M inister’s reply, 
in which lie says: 
I have carefully 
examined those am endments, and as 
they do not alter the terms of the original 
treaty it will give me pleasure to accept 
them in due form.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflammation of the Mucons Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, and is one of 
the most common of all the pulmonary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
the oxygenation oi the blood, aud in many 
caseB, particularly after it passeB into the 
chronic stase, the substance of the lungs be­ 
comes seriously involved, giving rise to what 
is very properly called Bronchial Consumption 
In the acute form there is a sense of tightness 
or pressure across the chest, with considerable 
wheezing, severe cough and expectoration. 
Thts is at first a white glairy mucus, which 
after a time becomes purulent. The patient in 
some eases is obliged to sit up In bed, the op­ 
pression across the chest is so great, and the 
skin is clammy and prostration rapidly sets in, 
and in fatal cases there will be muttering de­ 
lirium, coma and death. 
Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic Bronchitis is also an inflammation of 
the mucous membrane of bronchial tubes. But 
this form more often occurs later in life. When 
a cold settles on the lungs the disease cither 
ends in bronchitis or pneuuonla. If ii. ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold iu the 
chest, and still the patient does not feel entire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is in­ 
capable of taking his usual amount of exeroise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
more or less waimth in the palms of his hands.
